advanced. A draft agenda has 
been submitted to all the Cham- 
‘bers and, subjee: to their ap- 
proval, arrangements will be as 
follows: The Confererce will 
be under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. HAJ. Macray, of Messrs. 
Dodwell and Co., Ltd, who will 
then be acting Chairman of the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce. 

-At the conclusion of the first 
session, which will open at 10 
a.m.on Wednesday, November 5, 
and de occupied with resolutions 
ofa formal and genera! character, 
the Chairman will move that the 
Conference goes into Committee; 
that Mr. H. H. Fox, C.M.G.,)

HIGH DRINE TAXATION aND , 

TEMPERANCE. 

In a letter which was read at 
the Congrees of, the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Federation in 
Dublin, Cardinal’ Logue referred 
to the growth of illicit distilling

hai in the near future.. In the 
past, interchange of ideas between 
Chambers in the Far East has 
been through the medium of the 
post and cable: services—a very 
unsatisfactory method when 
re big issues aré involved: 
The war has wakened up British 
business men in this part of the 
world, and not before time, either. 
| Thus it comes about that this al- 
together new stepis being taken 
to consolidate British trade inter- 
ests in the Orient. At a gather- 
ing such as is to be held 
in Shanghai, the leading men 
of commerce will be able ta meet 
and discuss in detail matters of 
deep concer to them collectively 
and therefore to British influence 
throughout the Orient. Such 
representations as are made to 
the. Imperial Government on 
matters coming -within this 
category will necessarily carry 
all the greater weight when com- 
ing from a combined body than 
from individual Chambers. On 
sucb questions as the currency 
of China, which has long been a 
stumbling block to trade, it may 
be that no immediate good will 
come from resolutions passed by 
such a conference, but it is well 
that an assembly of this type 
should put on-record its views on 
the subject. . 


| IMPORTANT SUBJECTS, 

What we are glad to see is that 
resolutions are to be. brought 
forward on such matters as aids 
to navigation in China and 
uniformity of typhoon signals, as 
well as regarding fog signals. In 
the interests of shipping, in which 
commerce is altogether wrapped 
up, it is time these matters were 
put upon .a satisfactory basis. 
Effort after effort has been made 
to secure agreement on typhoon 
signal codes, but-without success, 
The failure to evolve a uniform 
scheme has been attributed to 
professional Jealousy, so far as 
Observatory officials are concern- 
ed. Well, such a momentous 
issue ought never to be left to the 
whims and caprices of individuals 
who think théy possess a mon- 
opoly of wisdom.

THE BURIAL OF CHINESE. 


, Mr. A. Gibeon presided at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Sanitary 
Board, those also present being 
Mra. Hickling, M.O.H., Hon. Mr. 
E. R. dallifax, OBE, Hon My. 
C. G, Alabaster, OBE. Dr. Kock, 


Col. Crisp and Mr Cc. M. W 
Reynolds, secretary. | 
-The Hon, Mr. E. R. Hallifax 
made s report on the spplication 
for a site at Applichau to be used 
as a burial ground for the Dung 
{Kun community. He said there 
had been two similar applicatians 
and if they grantéd one there 
would be many more. There was 


,{no particular reason why people 


who emigrated should be sent to 
Hongkong ‘for burial. They had 
no connection with Hongkong but 
were connected with their own 
villages. ancestral temples and 
burial grounds and the facilities 
for getting through Hongkong to 
the burial grounds in South China 
were plentiful. It' was a matter 
more or less of a little expense. 
They had to be responsible forthe 
Chinese who died here. Mr. 
Hallifax reterred to corres-, 
pondence setting " out . the 
impossibility of granting more 
land, - otherwise the island 
would be one. big Cemetery. 
It was necessary to cousider the 
feeling of the Chibese in the 
matter and for those who were 
permanent residents in Hongkong 
the Government had made ar- 
rangements that they should be 
buried in the Chinese permanent 


cemetery. It seemed that some-| | 


thing was wanted in the shape 
of a permanent graveyard where 
the people of a particular district 
could do common, worship. The 
Tung Wah Hospital had made 
arrangements to allot a section 
of the ground alloted to it 
to various. districts. if they 
applied. In these ‘sections 
only . corpses from. a par- 
ticular district would be buried. 
The regulations as to exhumation 
would have ta be observed and he 
also suggested that the districts 
should refund to the Hospital the 
cost of burials. He,moved that 
the application be refused. 

Mr. To seconded and the mo- 
tion was carried.

SHIPPING INTELLIGENCE 
OFFICES CLOSED. . 
All shipping intelligence offices 
in the United Kingdom closed 
recently. Thay were at Louth, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Hull, "Lon- 
don, Devonport, Cardiff, Swansea, 
Liverpool, and Glasgow. Hence- 
forward all merchant vessels 
leaving the United Kingdom will 
be dependent upon the ordinary 
channels for mine warnings and 
other navigational information.

GEARED TURBINES FOR SHIPS, 
Th the -E: 


alker ex- 

plained the extended use of the 
turbine that’has been made possi- 
ble by the introduction of reducing 
gears, The steam turbine rotates 
at. very high speeds, and when 
Sir Charlés Parson in 1897 first 
successfully applied it to the pro- 
pulsion of ships it was directly 
connected to the propeller shaft. 
This has proved satisfactory for 
vessels of about 18 knots speed’ 
and upwards. Dr. de Laval, of 
Stockholm, then successfully 
applied helical gearing to turbines 
used for land purposes up to 600 
brake horse-power. Sir Charles 
Parsons accordingly began ex- 
periments in 1901 to test turbines 
mechanically geared to the screw 
shaft in a typical cargo vessel of 
low speed, and showed that this 
method was suitable. It has now 
been recognized that increased 
efficiency can be obtained in fast 
vessels by the use of reduction 
gearing. Vessels have been put 
into commission with installations 
of geared turbines of 100,000 horse- 
power each, the horse-power 
transmitted through a single shaft 
being 25,000. At the present time 
the total number of vessels with 
geared turbines for war and com- 
mercial purposes built and- under 
construction is 618, with a'total 
shaft hotse-power of 16 millions, 

£50,000 a WEEK LosT IN 
SHIPPING. 

Interesting details illustrating 
the congestion in our ports wera 
given recently, by Mr. C. E. 
Turner, partner in a firm of ship- 
ping and forwarding. agents of 
Liverpool. Mr. Turner was a 


witness before the Board of Trade] 


Committee that is inquiring, into 
the Gattie scheme of a central 
clearing house for London traffic, 
He was  deputed by.’ tha 
Ministry of Shipping to report on 
the capabilities of “the ew 
Transport Company's (Gattie’s) 
machinery, and he considered that 
the adoption of their system at 
Liverpool would have done away 
with the traffic congestion there, 
There were 44 steamers waiting 
for berths. Liverpool had been 
congested since January, and 
since April there had been be- 
tween 100,000 and 200,000 dead.
